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PREFACE 

These selections from Eutropius are intended as an addi- 
tion to the rather limited choice of Latin authors offered 
younger pupils in American schools. The book has been 
edited in the conventional manner, with such aids as are sup- 
posed to assist the pupil in mastering the text without unneces- 
sary effort. The orthography and quantity markings conform 
essentially to the usage followed in the other members of the 
series. Marx and Lewis are the authorities followed. 

As a school author Eutropius offers the advantage of giving 
a concise account of some of the more salient episodes of 
Roman history. The book is a mere epitome, and therefore 
some of the events that are of most interest in tracing philo- 
sophically the progress of the Roman people in civilization and 
government are either entirely omitted or are treated with such 
brevity as to lose their main value. The present selections 
cover such portions of the history of the republic as it is well 
to have the pupil familiar with by the time that he reads 
Caesar and Cicero. Several verbal changes — quite permissible, 
considering the first object of the book — have seemed advisa- 
ble in connecting passages separated in the original text. 
Some attempt at originality has been made in the theme work, 
the general idea of which has been taken from the best inter- 
mediate and grammar grade language books, — a source from 
which many valuable hints may be drawn in teaching Latin.

Eatropi Historia Romana : Eutropius lived under the emperors 
Constantine, Julian, and Valens, about 310 to 378 a.d. He is said 
to have been secretary to the first of these, and mentions in his 
history having served under the second in his expedition against 
the Parthians. His v\rork is dedicated to Valens, and is an epitome, 
in ten books, of Roman history from the time of Romulus to the 
death of the emperor Jovian, in 364. As a historian Eutropius is 
impartial, and as far as his knowledge goes reliable. His style is, 
naturally, post-classical ; but his Latin is lucid, readable, and 
good. 

Page 1. — 1. quo: "than which." Ablative with comparatives 
minus and amplius ; A. 247 ; B. 217 ; H. 417. 

3. RhSae Silviae : daughter of King Numitor, of Alba Longa, 
and virgin priestess of the goddess Vesta. 

4. quantum putHtus est: ''as is thought." Eutropius does 
not give his unreserved assent to this part of the story. The whole 
traditional account of the founding of Rome is now thought to 
have a legendary rather than a historical value. It gives us a true 
picture of the early social and political condition of part of the 
Italian peninsula, but the actual incidents narrated may in many 
cases be quite as mythical as those of the Trojan legends. 

5. uno partli : A. 248; B. 220, 1 ; H. 419, III. 

6. latrocinHretur : This word means primarily to lead the life 
of a paid soldier, of a mercenary, and does not necessarily imply 
robbery. However, the ideas of war and robbery were not very 
clearly differentiated at this time. 

8. ConditS. civitSte = Ui^be conditd. 

9. haec ferS: "about these things," i.e. these things among 

35 
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others. The reader's attention is called to the fact that a mere 
summary of the leading events is to follow. These events were 
actually as remote, and practically much more remote historically 
to the Romans of the time of Eutropius than the wars of the Saxon 
heptarchy — which Milton calls "skirmishes of kites and crows" 
— are to the modern American or Englishman. 

9. fmitimdram : including many outlaws and exiles. 

10. quorum : = ut eorum ; A. 317. 2 ; B. 282, 2 ; H. 497, 1. 

16. raptamm : sc. virginum. Translate, ** of stealing the 
maidens," not, *'of the stolen maidens." 

17. ad deds transiBse crSditus est : during a military review, 
according to Livy. It has been suggested that he was made way 
with by the nobles, who were displeased with his arbitrary rule. 
Livy says, " I think there were also some at that time who believed 
in their own minds that the king had been slain and his body carried 
away piecemeal by the nobles." ^''Fuisse credo turn quoqiie aliquos, 
qui discerptum regem patrum manibus taciti arguerenV 

18. per quin5B dies : A. 256, 2, a ; B. 181, 2 ; H. 879, 1. 
Page 2. — 1. ISgSs R5maniB moresque: This covers legal 

enactments, religious rites, and social customs governed by a moral 
sanction. 

2. consuetudine proelionim : as was natural while the 
frontier state was establishing itself, and also possibly from a con- 
tinuance of the old outlaw spirit of a portion of the inhabitants. 
A. 246 ; B. 219 ; H. 416. 

4. sine aliqu9. supputatione : = sine ulld supputdtione. Prob- 
ably twelve months are meant; ^^ad cm'sus lunae in duodecim 
menses describit annum,''^ says Livy. Either there had been no 
calendar before, or the old calendar was incorrect. 

5. Morbo dScSssit : sc. e vita. 

8. duodecimo miliarid : -ad duodecimum lapidem, " at the 
twelfth milestone," or, "twelve miles from Rome." 

11. Caelio monte : This hill was next to the Palatine, on the 
side away from the river, and possessed the advantage of not 
being, like the others, separated from the former by a marsh. 

12. rggn^Bset: A. 128, a, 1 ; B. 116, 1 ; IL 235. 

12. cum domo bu3.: quite possibly merely a straw-thatched 
hut. 
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Page 3. — 2. Aventlnuxn : down the river, next to the em- 
porium, landing place, and a stronghold of the plebs ever after- 
wards. It also represented to some extent the commercial interests 
as opposed to the landed aristocracy of the Palatine. Such added 
territory was usually settled, at this period of Roman history, by 
forced immigrations from the conquered cities. 

3. laniculum : named after Janus (cf. idnua, door), god of the 
gates. It was on the farther bank of the Tiber, and guarded the 
northern approaches of the city from the hostile Etruscan country 
beyond. 

4. civitStem suprSl mare : Ostia, the first lioman colony. It 
assured Rome control of the Tiber. 

6. PxiBCUB TarquiniuB : probably an Etruscan, whose election 
to the sovereignty marks a political revolution at Rome. What 
fact mentioned in this paragraph would seem to indicate the rise of 
a new element to power in the state ? Note that architecture, in 
which the Etruscans excelled, was fostered by the Tarquins. 

7. circum : the Circus Maximus, in its early form, between the 
Palatine and the Aventine. 

8. ludoB RomftnoB : annual athletic games in honor of the 
gods. 

9. n5n parum agrorum: '* no little land. ^* 

10. isdem : A. 243, a ; 6. 214, 2 ; H. 413. 

11. c1o9.c§b: One of these, the Cloaca Maxima, is still in use. 
It drained the low ground between the Palatine and the Aventine, 
and was a necessary preliminary improvement before building the 
circus. 

13. rSgiB SiuB : limits filibs. 

17. fosBaB: including probably an extension of the walls to 
include the three new hills. We must consider these and the 
sewers as part of a large system of public improvements extending 
through this and the two subsequent reigns. Livy mentions as one 
of the complaints at the time of the revolt against the last of the 
Tarquins, the *' enforced toil of the plebs buried in the ditches and 
sewers they were digging," — '•'• labor es plehis in fossas clodcdsque 
exhaunendds demersae.'''' The present remains of this wall are 
called "The Wall of Servius Tullius." 

18. cSnBum ordinavit: This involved a political reform, as 
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well as a mere enumeration of citizens; for hereafter suffrage 
was to be based upon wealth rather than birth. The student must 
remember that a period as long as that which has elapsed since the 
early colonial period in America now marked the time passed since 
the founding of the city by Romulus. 

19. incSgnitUB erat: Dracoes similar legislation, at Athens, 
probably antedates this. 

Page 4. —3. scelere: A. 248, c, I; B. 218; H. 420. 

7. euntibus : "for those going." This is a modified dative of 
interest; A. 235, b; B. 188, 2, a. 

8. Gabids: was the principal town of the Volsci, just men- 
tioned. Civitdtem stands in apposition with it. 

14. CoU&tim: a nephew of the king. 

14. Btuprasset : A. 325 ; B. 288, B ; H. 521, II, 2. 

14. eaque : ea is nominative, referring to Lucretia. 

18. euxn, qui : etim refers to the king, qui to the army. 

21. annoB: A. 240, e; B. 181, 1 ; H. 379. 

22. annis: A. 256, 2, 6 ; B. 231, 1 ; H. 379, 1. 

23. plurimum : sc. possidebat or patebat. 

Pages. — 3. placuit: ''it was determined" or "decreed," — 
a technical term referring to decrees of the senate. 

3. nS . . . habSrent, ne . . . redderentur : "that they should 
not have . . . , so that they might not be rendered ..." 

7. gener Tarquini: himself an Etruscan lord. There were 
probably deep racial animosities and widespread political intrigues 
to account in part for the sudden revolution by which the king was 
dethroned. 

7. ad iniuriam Boceri vindicandam : A. 300, and note ; 318, 
b] B. 339, 2; H. 543. 

9. dictatura : The dictator was appointed in times of extreme 
danger, when the safety of the state required that all power be 
concentrated temporarily in the hands of a single leader — rather 
military than civil. The dictator's authority lasted for about six 
months, but public opinion compelled him to resign before that 
time if he was not needed.

Others will aim merely to assist the 
student to a good reading knowledge of the author, and will hare 
only the text and brief explanatory notes at the bottom of each 
page. The latter will he particularly acceptable for sight reading, 
and for rapid reading after the minute study of an author or period 
in one of the fuller editions. For instance, after a class baa read 
a play or two of Plautus and Terence carefully, with special refer- 
ence to the peculiarities of style, language, metres, the uicUiods 
of presenting a play, and the like, these editions will be admirably 
suited for the rapid reading of other plays. 

The Series will also contain various supplementary works pre- 
pared by competent scholars. Every efiort will be made to give 
the books a ueat and attractive a^iearauce.
